and turtles will live even under ordi­ 
nary circumstances for a year without 
food,” 
The process of freezing fish 
must be accompanied with the great­ 
est care, he said. The temperature of 
the water must be reduced slowly In 
the freezing process and must be grad­ 
ually raised in the thawing part of the
